RESENTMENT AGAINST PORTUGUESE AIRLINE CIRCULAR 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 14 Nov 82 p 2 
[ANGOP commentary ] 


[Text] If, on the landing in Luanda, a passenger on a TAP [Portuguese 
Airlines] flight notices a sudden chill in the habitually agreeable smile 
of the flight attendent, it is not astonishing, if not commonplace. It is 
not to be wondered at. 


The Portuguese airline company has been distributing a circular to its crews 
which stop over at the Angolan capital. It is a preventive service 
communique, a kind of postcard of a gruesome trip, full of troubles and an 
ill-digested image of the situation in Angola, enough to startle and panic 
anyone putting down on Angolan soil for the first time who is handed it. 


Significantly, the company has only recently begun to change crews in 
Angola. Formerly this was done in Kinshasa. If someone is not well, 
replace him, as the saying goes, and it was the Portuguese company which 
decided on this procedure because, as it was announced at the time, the 
proper conditions had been created. 





So how are we to understand such an attitude now? 


Let us move to the real aspect of the famous document, “Instructions for 
flight personnel laying over in Angola," signed by Sr Paive Cardoso, 

TAP's station chief, exploited by the fascist Portuguese newspaper CORREIO 
DA MANHA and put in our hands by an indignant crew member. 


The internal communique is in the form of "admonitions," to achieve the 
desired effect. "It is not advisable (in Angola) to drink unbottled water." 
This is the same as saying, as CORREIO DA MANHA corroborates, that the tap 
water consumed in the People's Republic of Angola is "polluted with germs." 


"Circulation of foreign newspapers, primarily Portuguese-language news- 
papers, is prohibited. Small quantities of fruit may be taken out, but not 
meat, fish or shellfish. Personal effects or money should not be left 
unattended in [hotel] rooms. Avoid commenting in any way on the People's 
Republic of Angola. Manufactured goods, particularly household appliances 
and television sets, may not be taken out of the country except by residents. 
It is not advisable to take photographs. Never talk about old times." 














In the style of the gangster who alerts the gang to the dangers of the next 
hit, the TAP circular, like a refresher course for poor students, traffickers, 
smugglers and speculators, warns that, in the RPA, the National Bank has 

sole authority to change foreign currency; that the acquisition (too?) of 

art objects and their removal from the country (indeed) requires authori- 
zation from the Museum of Culture" (?); that removal of 2 kg of coffee 
requires authorization from ENCAFE [National Coffee Company]; that all 
baggage, including hand luggage, is "minutely" inspected; that the speed 
limit is 60 km per hour and that "violations result in a fine and arrest, 
repeat, arrest"; that an obligatory curfew is in effect in Angola, maintained 
by rigorous police control, "which is often not visible"; but that, finally, 
despite these and other prohibitions, if any "possible problems" arise (for 
the crew), the TAP identification card will be of great help, the authorities 
are "courteous" and they always have a superior (the "boss") with the 
"solutions." 


Postcard or circular, one thing is certain. Either the TAP has ceased to 
be an airline company and has given up respect for universally recognized 
flight standards, suggesting that passengers may normally transport tons 

and tons of fruit, meat, fish, shellfish, art objects, coffee and so on, 

with all the risk that even a simple passenger might at least suspect, or 
else there is an ulterior motive behind these statements. 


It is not appropriate to make the Angolan political process--the thorn in 
the side of the imperialists--the scapegoat for sins, arbitrary acts and 
injustices against employees of foreign airline companies which pose as 
protecters of individuals "afflicted" by the soverign measures of a country 
that must defend itself agains attacks of all kinds (in which the connivance 
of the present Portuguese Government has not rarely been recognized), and of 
a people defending **s revolution. 


If they believed the TAP circular and the opportunistic speculation that has 
appeared in the reactionary Portuguese press, the flight personnel would 
emerge from the plane wearing diving suits; they would be convoyed to the 
Tropico Hotel (where Paiva Cardoso is sleeping soundly, having done his work 
well). Once there, they would receive special treatment to avoid being 
contanimated by the air breathed in Angola or by the "special law of the 
leftist dictatorship," to paraphrase CORREIO DA MANHA. 


In the guise of promoting the consumer instincts of the "free world," TAP, 
through its station manager in Luanda, the lowest spiritual element in a 
whole mob of "defenders of human rights," blatantly and in the style of 
Reagan, offers a wretched picture of Angola, disguised as a circular. 
This is clear. 


A kind of abbreviated "manual" for protecting the physical~well-being of 
flight personnel laying over in Luanda, its pages demonstrate the discovery 
of a new art of creating discredit, disrespect for and aversion to the 
People's Republic of Angola, as part of a definite psychological war against 
progressive regimes.

EDUCATIONAL AGREEMENT SIGNED WITH PORTUGUESE UNIVERSITIES

[Excerpts] Lisbon--Each year, in groups, 35 professors from Portuguese 
universities will lecture in Angola, under the terms of a cooperation accord 
signed Monday in Lisbon by Joao Felipe Martins, rector of the University of 
Angola, and by Gaspar e Silva and Jaques Calanzarens, general directors 

of cooperation and of higher education, respectively. 


The agreement is aimed basically at promoting advanced computer science 
training in the People's Republic of Angola. According ts statements by 

Joao Felipe Martins to the Angolan news agency ANGOP, the teaching program 

at the University of Angola should go into effect in May 1983. The project-- 
EDDI--will train electronics students in the Faculty of Engineering, data 
engineers who will begin to meet the need for personnel in the agencies 

that already operate in this field in Angola. 


The rector of the University of Angola added that the classes will be taught 
in a prefabricated building to be built in Luanda by next January, with 
financing from the SIDA (Swedish Development Fund). The technical equip- 
ment needed to conduct the courses will be acquired from the Portuguese 

firm representing computer manufacturers (Casseldata). 


The protocol signed in Lisbon will involve a sum of about $2.5 million, and 
is of particular importance for computer science programs: at the University 
of Angola. 


Martins reported that with the initiation of the program, the computerization 
of the functioning of the university itself will begin, with immediate 
benefits for the faculties of Engineering, Sciences and Economics and 
administrative services. 


There will also be benefits for the Angolan agencies already «peraticg at 
this level; for example, the Ministry of Planning, TAAG [Angolan Airlines], 
the National Bank and the statistical services. 


Another goal of the project is to support the Intermediate Data Institute 
of Lubango. 





In addition to this accord for computer science, the delegation from the 
University of Angola also discussed probiems in other disciplines and 
visited various universities and scientific centers. Besides the rector, 
the delegation included the deans of the faculties of Engineering, Science 
and Medicine and the chief of the Department of Academic Affairs. 


The delegation went to the New University of Lisbon, the University of Porto, 
the University of Fine Arts, the University of Coimbra and the University 

of Lisbon to discuss some points in the existing agreements between these 
institutions and the University of Angola. 


Special attention was given to the coucces in geology, mining, physics and 
medicine, all of which are having major problems, primarily because of the 
shortage of professors. 


The delegation also went to the Nuclear Engineering Laboratory in Lisbon, 
where, according to Martins, these are great po’sibilities for cooperation 
in physics, optics, isotopes and other areas. 


During its stay in Portugal «he Angolan delegation met witn Luis Fontoura, 
Portuguese secretary of state for cooperation. 
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PROTOCOL WITH MOZAMBIQUE--As part of the third joint session on economic 
scientific and technical cooperation between Angola and Mozambique, an 
accord was signed yesterday in Luanda by Lopo do Nascimento, Angolan 
minister of planning, and Jacinto Veloso, Mozambican minister of security. 
Meanwhile, a special accord annexed to the Protocol of Cooperation between 
the BNA (National Bank of Angola) and the BM (Bank of Mozambique) was signed 
by Joao Abel das Neves, vice governor of the BNA, and Prakash Ratital, 
minister governor of the BM. The thivd session of the Angolan-Mozambican 
Joint Commission has been meeting since Monday to review various aspects 
of cooperation between the two states and to draft a plan of action for 
the development of cooperation until the next joint session, to be held 
next year. During the proceedings, the parties discussed the current 
status and development of relations in industry, banking, trade and health, 
so as to coordinate the economies of the two countries in these areas.

TRADE WITH PORTUGAL DOWN--Lisbon--In a recent interview with the weekly 

O JORNAL, Baiao Horta, Portuguese minister of industry, said there had been 
a decline in Portuguese exports to Angola (down 77.8 percent in volume). 

In the first half of 1981 Portugal exported $8 million contos'" worth of 
merchandise, as against only $1.8 million contos this year. The decline 
was not offset by the increase in trade with Mozambique, since this trade 
is much smaller in dimension (10 percent of the trade with Angola in 1981), 
he said. Noting that the People's Republic of Angola was Portugal's fourth 
largest customer in 1981, Horta said the decline in trade was béeause of 
the "financial difficulties of that country." Hence studies are underway 
to encourage the flow of imports of Angolan products (petroleum, coffee 

and cotton), to create a better balance of bilateral trade. [Text]

ECONOMIC ACTIVITY REGISTER--A decree published in the DIARIO DA REPUBLICA 
and signed by Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, Angola's chief of state, 
announces the creation of the National Register of Companies and approval 
of its regulation. The decree establishes the legal status of teh National 
Register of Companies, aimed at collection and treatment of data essential 
to the planned supervision of business activity. Thus mixed, state, private 
and cooperative companies are required to register. To this end, the 
competent agency for the registration of the companies is the National 
Institute of Statistics. The decree explains that the register does not 
relieve companies of any registration obligations provided in other 
legislation.

LLA PLANS TO SABOTAGE GENERAL ELECTION

[Text] If Lesotho's Prime Minister, Mr Beabua Jonathan, goes ahead with his 
promised general election, the Lesotho Liberation Army (LLA) will sabotage 
the polling booths, says a member of the Lesotho opposition who is in South 
Africa. 


The purpose of the disruption would be to force Chief Jonatian to hold new 
elections under international supervision, the Basutoland Congress Party mem- 
ber explained. 


Trying to find anyone who will admit to being an LLA member in South Africa is 
probably like trying to find an IRA member in London. They might be around 
but all you can find are their sympathisers. 


I found their sympathisers in Monontsa, a town in the Sotho homeland of 
QwaQwa, and Ficksburg, the Free State town on the Lesotho border. 


Mr Pheta Matlanyana used to be the secretary of the BCP--the civilian wing of 
the LLA--in Koeneng in north-western Lesotho. After being detained during the 
BCP revolt in 1974, he left Lesotho and now works in a coffin factory in 
Ficksburg. . . 


The Lesotho Foreign Ministry urged me to see Mr Matlanyane, saying he was an 
LLA member whose house was wrecked when home-made bombs exploded there in 
July. 


South Africa had not detained Mr Matlanyane and this proved they were collud- 
ing with him and the LLA, said Foreign Minister Mr Charles Molapo. 


Mr Matlanyane said he was not arrested "because the explosion happened in my 
absence and the police are aware that I know nothing about explosives." 


Two people with Lesotho passports arrived at his house the day before the ex- 
plosion, he said. The next day, July 14, the bomb went off while he was at 
work. When he came home one of the visitors was dead, the other was gone. He 
could give the police only their first names. 














Mr Matlanyane would not admit to any connections with the LLA. 


"T have heard the LLA has bases in Monontsa but I haven't been there," he 
said. 


In Monontsa, I met John (not his real name) who said the LLA would sabotage 
Chief Jonathan's elections. we 


John was a student at the National University of Lesotho until his detention 
in 1979. 


On his release he fled to the Bethlehem refugee camp and now lives, with 1 600 
other Basotho exiles, in rooms vacated by migrants in QwaQwa. 


He and two of his friends said they belonged to the BCP Youth League but de- 
nied any links with the LLA. 


“We support the LLA because it is carrying out the aims of the BCP," he said. 
"Its sabotage is justified because Jonathan's Government is unlawful. ‘The 
BCP won the 1970 election." 


They have nothing to do with the African National Congress which they alleged 
supplies Zambian-trained cadres to the Lesotho Paramilitary Force. 


The LPF denied this, saying the rumour arose from their employing a South 
African refugee teacher in their high school. 


John said the LLA had bombed the Maseru house of Thembi Hani, the Lesotho ANC 
boss, because "he's a LPF instructor." 


Mr Hani's home has been bombed several times since 1980. One bomber who was 
arrested after his device exploded prematurely belonged to the United Demo- 
cratic Party which formed an alliance with the BCP in 1973. 


John conceded that the LLA "possibly" used the Free State but denied any con- 
tact with his party’s military wing. 


"The co-ordination between the BCP and LLA is at the top," he said. "We have 
heard it might be taking place in the urban areas of South Africa--possibly in 
Soweto--but we don't know." 


Lesotho alleges that Ntsu Mokhehle, leader of the LLA-BCP, moves between So- 
weto, Randfontein and QwaQwa. 


Would SA Back the LLA? 


Why should South Africa back the Lesotho Liberation Army as Maseru claims it 
does? 


If it does the motive would appear to be not as drastic as actually overthrow- 
ing Chief Jonathan. 











For all his recent ties with the Soviet bloc, Jonathan is essentially a 
conservative politician, closer to the Banda-Kenyatta style of traditional 
autocrat rather than the Machel-Nyerere revolutionary. (In the old days Pre- 
toria supported Jonathan against the socialist BCP precisely for this reason). 


Moreover to build the LLA into a force capable of winning a civil war would 
require a supply of arms and assistance that Pretoria would find difficult to 
ceny. 

Rather South Africa's motives would be to keep Jonathan "in check," to make 
sure he gives no greater support to the ANC and PAC--particularly, no military 
‘upport--and as a slap-down for his hostile rhetoric, Maseru believes. 


Collusion between Pretoria and the LLA/BCP would offer an attractive quid-pro- 
cuo: South Africa would give the LLA a free hand and in return the BCP mem- 
ters in Maseru and Gaborone (which has a large Lesotho refugee community) would 
supply South Africa with information on the ANC and PAC in these towns. 


Stigma 


Certainly there is no love lost between the ANC and LLA/BCP, though the two 

movements are spiritual sisters: both in exile and both socialist. The BCP 
accuses the ANC of collaborating with Jonathan, and the ANC accuses the BCP 

cf collaborating with Pretoria--a stigma that has made the BCP unwelcome in 

(AU portals. 


The conviction of seven LLA men in Mmbatho court this year of illegal posses- 
¢ion of weapons would seem to indicate that South Africa (if one ignores the 
Rophuthatswana distinction) is not colluding with the LLA.

Maseru regards a telex from Foreign Affairs Pretoria as disproving this. 

Pated March 24 1982, the telex said: "Two members of the LLA were arrested 

in Ficksburg on 19/2/82." They appeared in court charged with illegal posses- 
sion of firearms and were released on bail of R30 each. 


They disappeared and were never caught. Maseru was furious, believing that 
few other "terrorists" in South Africa would receive bail, let alone of R30. 


The Star's Africa News Service asked the SAP in Pretoria 10 questions based 
on what Free State farmers said the police had told them, but each time the 
SAP replied "no comment” or "cannot confirm."

LK FPORTS TO ENABLE PKASANTS TO MAINTAIN WELLS NOTED 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 24 Nov 82 p 3 


[Article by Alilou Abdourahmane: "Maintenance of Hydraulic 
Works, Increased Awareness of Villagers Necessary" 


[Text/ At the end of the 1979-1983 Five-Year Plan whose total 
investment program amounts to more than 24 billion CFA francs, 
Niger will have 10,000 water heads. And between now and 1990 

in conformity with the decade of drinking water and purification 
of the United Nations, the Ministry of Hydrology and Environment 
must act to provide water heads in about 20,000 villages and 
hamlets, giving priority to administrative villages. It should 
be pointed out that the Five-Year Plan will allow completing 
2,266 wells, 1,800 bore holes, 20 bore holes for water supply 
and 22 water supply systems for administrative localities. 


There now exist throughout the country 901 positive wells and 
600 operational wells (equipped with foot pumps). The Adminis- 
tration of Hydraulic Infrastructures now provides for the in- 
spection, operation and maintenance of hydraulic works. Never- 
theless, it has only one technician to repair the 600 pumps in- 
stalled. 


At the present time, four technicians are in training and two 
technicians will be trained on each project in progress. Thus, 
eack time a pump breaks down, it is necessary to send a team 
from Niamey to the village in question. Also, in view of the 
shortage of technicians, the sizeable expenses which the long 
and incessant trips require (vehicle, fuel etc) and taking into 
account also the number of works in the future, it appears nec- 
essary and indispensable, following the work of the meeting of 
the special board of directors of OFEDES /Office of Subsoil 
dasena? held in Niamey from Nov 8 to 10, 1982, to confide the 
maintenance of the hydraulic works to the villagers, works which, 


in fact belong to them. 
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Consequently to involve the villagers in the maintenance of the 
hydraulic works, get them to understand that these hydraulic 
works belong to them, they will be asked each time a work is 
completed to make the well curb and the protective enclosure. 
To do this, the village organizes and makes the curb and the 
enclosure. 


For small repairs in each village, one or two villagers are 
trained to repair the pump. A team from the Administration of 
Hydraulic Infrastructures will intervene only in case of a 
breakdown they cannot handle. In the future, it is planned to 
train rural mechanics who must repair the pumps from now on (a 
mechanic for two villages). In this way, if there is a break- 
down the villagers cannot repair, they will apply directly to 
the rural mechanic trained for that. 


This has the advantage of preventing getting a team from Niamey 
to travel through the country and repair pumps. This becomes 
expensive, it then is up to the villagers involved to pay the 
mechanic for the broken down spare part (the Administration of 
Hydraulic Infrastructures will provide the mechanics with spare 


parts) and labor. 


To do this, good village organization is necessary,so that the 
villagers cooperate and maintain the hydraulic works properly. 
Especially when it is known that, in view of the number of 
future works, the Administration of Hydraulic Infrastructures 
cannot take the responsibility for repairing all the pumps. 
That is why measures are going to be taken, so that the vil- 
lagers take upon themselves the duty of repairing all these 
works. It is estimated that the yearly maintenance of a pump 
costs 50,000 francs or an annual quota of 200 francs per person 
for a village of 250 inhabitants, while without a pump well, 
each villager pays an average of 2,000 francs a year for ropes 


and scoops. 


On the other hand, a maintenance team of the Ministry of 
Hydrology and Environment will make a visit at least every 3 
months to all the wells in a given area. 


Consequently, so that the considerable investments authorized 
by the state in rural areas serve the villagers, on one hand it 
is the duty of the villagers to realize that these works belong 
to them, besides works whose usefulness they know better than 
anyone and on the other hand, it is the responsibility of the 
local authorities to make the villagers aware, so that they 
maintain the hydraulic works themselves (an equipped well costs 


3 million CFA francs). 
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Projects in Progress 


Let us remember that the objectives assigned to the Ministry of 
Hydrology and Environment by the Five-Year Plan aim, among other 
things, at developing the necessary hydraulic infrastructures to 
reduce, even check the effects of drought in connection with 
other ministries; establishing a water policy based on the right 
of all to water through an efficient and economic utilization 

of our hydraulic resources; and supplying water in sufficient 
quantity and acceptable quality for our cities, villages, ham- 
lets, cattle raising areas and our industries. 


Nevertheless, the priority goes to village and livestock hydrau- 
lics in bedrock areas where the completion of wells according to 
conventional technology was practically impossible until 1980. 
Since 1980, a new technique has been used to mitigate this situ- 
ation and it has allowed the completion of wells in bedrock 
areas (Liptako, south Maradi, Damagaram Mounio and 1'Air). 


Thus, thanks to this new technique (hammer drilling at bottom of 
bore}, a first test allowed the completion of 110 equipped wells 
out of the 130 planned and financed by FAC [Kia and Cooperation 
Fund/ in Liptako. 


This technique is used also for making 1,000 bore holes in the 
bedrock areas, a project in progress, amounting to 3 billion 
francs. On 31 October 1982, a total of 823 bore holes were com- 
pleted of which 671 have been positive (flow equal to or above 
500 liters per hour). More in detail, 253 bore holes were | 
drilled in Liptako of which 224 were positive, 232 in Maradi of 
which 181 were positive and 338 in Zinder of which 266 were 


positive ® 


A project is in progress in 1'Air and the Tera division, This 
project, whose financing was negotiated by the Council of the 
Entente, is subsidized by the Netherlands. Now, out of 120 bore 
holes drilled, 100 are positive. 


Another project is in progress in Liptako, financed by WADB and 
Niger. Out of 23 bore holes drilled, 22 are positive. 


Among the projects outside of the program and the projects about 
to start, we can mention the project of 100 bore holes (50 in 
Liptako and 50 in Zinder) with financing by CEAO, the project 
for 250 bore holes by EDF /European Deve lopment Fund/ (Zinder), 
200 bore holes on the second Danish loan to Zinder, 120 bore 
holes in northern Niamey by FAC and a project for 412 bore holes 
by the Council of the Entente (Liptako, Dosso, Tahoua, Maradi

PDS HOLDS SPECIAL INVESTITURE CONGRESS

[éExcerpts/ Opening yesterday in Dakar, the special inve: titure 
congress of the PDS /Senegalese Democratic Party/ decided by 
acclamation to submit the candidacy of its national secretary 
general, Abdoulaye Wade. On the other hand, the congress did 
not draw up the slate of 120 candidates for the legislative 
elections, The national secretariat and the party poliburo will 
determine the methods for its adoption. These two organizations 
have proposed that the “candidates of the departmental slates be 
chosen democratically by the departmental federations under the 
supervision of the national secretariat." On the contrary, the 
national slate will be drawn up on the basis of a proposal of 
the national secretariat "which will take into account the 
internal organizations which cannot compete on the departmental 
level. 


The congress also pledged “to bring peasant deputies to parlia- 
ment." Mr Wade said it is not right "that the peasants who 
make up 70 percent of the Senegalese population and 90 percent 
of the party members do not have deputies." But if the elec- 
toral question was discussed fairly extensively in the opening 
speech of the PDS national secretary, it was not its only 
feature. 


Even before Serigne Diop, national orientation secretary dis- 
cussed party electoral strategy, the PDS leader had advocated a 
"union of all the democratic forces with a view to change around 
a minimum program, eliminating discussions of schools, confusing 
disputes and ideologies, to only concentrate on definite sub- 
jects." This is the strategy which the party wants to adopt 
before consultations. After the latter, “it wants to organize a 
national front of government based on a national program of 
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government adopted by a round table of all the country's polit- 
ical parties without exception." Speaking about the progress 
of the elections, Mr Wade, while expressing the hope that they 
take place in an orderly fashion, clearly indicated that his 
party "will never retreat anymore before the violation of its 
rights." 


Plan for Political Restoration 


Un the national level, Mr Wade brought up two fundamental fac- 
tors: "his party's fight for the restoration of democracy in 
Senegal" and the country's economic situation, analyzed from 

the standpoint of the government's plan for economic and finan- 
cial recovery._ Regarding the_first point, after having said 
"that the PS /Socialist Party/ is responsible for the decline 

of democracy in Senegal," the PDS secretary general tried to 
show how his party had contributed to the advancement of"plural- 
ism and the return to legality of clandestine movements." On 
this matter he revealed that"the inauguration of the PDS was 

the beginning of a difficult pluralism, which was not understood 
by our natural allies, the various families of the Senegalese 
Left." He also redefined his party's positions on the question 
of party limitation, the multiparty system, the Law of "Cur- 
rents" and the fight for freedoms. 


Mentioning when required the state departments and international 
organizations "which are interested in Senegal,” Mr Wade ex- 
amined the objectives and the methods proposed by the recovery 
plan. Moreover, he advocated the adoption of another plan, 
broken down into three subplans. The first short term "1983-85," 
would have the objective of "reorganizing the economy," "insuring 
a redistribution, a reorganization and a regulation of activi- 
ties." The second medium term subplan "1983-1990," “would be 
marked by a series of deflationary monetary measures and by 
measures for economic recovery and reorganization of public 
finances." Finally, the third long term subplan "1983-1995," is 
a sort of development of our agricultural and material resources, 
including also a substantial section devoted to energy and com- 
munications and telecommunications problems. 


According to Mr Wade, this plan of economic recovery should be 
accompanied by a “plan of political restoration” which would be 
effected"by new leaders supported by all the country's good will 
without exception." But he continues, "the PDS emph:sizes es- 
pecially the idea that a government of restoration in order to 
be as broad as possible must include the maximum of political 
parties, including even the socialist party. 
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Two thousand one hundred delegates representing 32 of the coun- 
try's departmental federations as \ell as 5,000 observers are 
participating in the congress. Six opposition parties, the PIT 
Party for Independence and Labor/, the RND /Democratic National 
Rally/, the MRS [Senegalese Republic Movement/, the MDP /Peo- 
ple's Democratic Movement/, the PAI [African Independence 
Party/, the LD-~-MPT emocratic League--Movement for the Labor

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EFFECTIVENESS, EXTENT OF BANISHMENT SYSTEM EXAMINED

[Text] The plight of the banished people of South Africa was only really re- 
vealed in the mid-1950s when journalists trailed banished leaders of the con- 
gress movement to their lonely places of exile. 


On their return, they wrote horrendous stories of life in South Africa's 
"Siberias"--the government trust farms where the banished had been confined. 


For the first time in 30 years, news of the banished, or “the forgotten ones" 
as they were called filtered into the Press. Previously those banished had 
simply disappeared--transported many hundreds of kilometres away from their 
homes and families into unfamiliar and barren lands, and left there to survive 
as best they could. Most could not even communicate with the tribespeople 
around them because they spoke a different language. 


The foundations for banishment are to be found in colonial Native Law. As 
early as 1903, the Governor-General was empowered to "deport" Africans--os- 
tensibly for stock theft. 


In 1927, General Hertzog seized upon banishment as an extremely effective way 
of countering stock theft--and recommended that it be extended to all prov- 
inces. Banishment was duly incorporated into the Native Administration Act 
of 1927. 


According to Section 5 (1) (b) of the Act: "Whenever he deems it expedient to 
the general public interest the Governor-General may, subject to such condi- 
tions as he may determine, order any tribe, part of a tribe or native to with- 
draw from any place to any other place within the Union, and shall not at any 
time thereafter or during the specified period in the order return to the 
place from which the withdrawal is made...except with the permission of the 
Secretary for Native Affairs." 


As the member of Parliament for Tembuland pointed out when the Billwas read 
before Parliament: "This means that the Minister could take a man from Pondo- 
land and put him on Robben Island without a trial."

In theory this became feasible when the Act was passed. Few records were 
kept of banished persons or tribes but in the odd case which was reported, 
it became evident that banishment was not limited to stock thieves. 


As one example: James Mpanza, founder of a squatter movement and leader of 
a 1944 protest march was banished 12 years later to Natal on the recommenda- 
tion of the Johannesburg City Council. 


So by 1948, when the Nationalist Party came to power this seed of the modern 
system of South Africa's security legislation was already sown. 


In the Administration Act the State had a tried and tested weapon, one which 
it began to use increasingly against African opponents of the newly promul- 
gated apartheid laws. 


Between 1948 and 1956 (when the Act was revised to tighten up legal loopholes) 
almost 80 people were banished--largely because of their resistance to things 
such as the Bantu Authorities--which replaced the traditional tribal leader- 
ship system, Bantu Education, the enforcement of the pass book system for Af- 
rican women, the culling of cattle and resettlement of tribes. 


From the Minister's point of view of Bantu Administration the provision was 
highly necessary: "I do not like making use of this Act but there was a nun- 
ber of cases where we had to take steps. For the greater part these are peo- 
ple who are being used by the liberals, the communists and persons of that 
kind to create chaos in these areas where the people want to co-operate with 
us." 


In the late Forties the case of the Matlala tribe in the Pietersburg area of 
the Northern Transvaal was an example of the type of occurrence which led to 
the imposition of banishment orders. 


Chief Sekgwari of the Matlalas opposed the Bantu Authorities vehemently until 
his death--when his wife Makwena carried on his tradition of resistance as 
regent for her young son Mpao (4). 


The local Bantu authorities took the opportunity to install Joel Matlala as 
chief of the tribe--with the assurance that he would accept Bantu rule. 


The action split the tribe as the people rallied behind Makwena, and at one 
heated meeting, Joel was stoned to death by the angry tribesmen. 


More than 120 of the tribesmen were brought to trial, six were found guilty 
and sentenced to death, Makwena Matlana was charged with incitement to vio- 
lence, fined 4200, which her people paid, and then became the first person 
in the Matlala tribe to be banished, in 1950. ) 


She was given a pot of mealie meal and transported from Pietersburg to King 
William's Town, on the border of the Ciskei. The chieftainess could speak 
only Sepedi not Xhosa, she could not read or write and she had no money for 
food, clothing or auy of the essentials for survival. 
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In all 22 Matlalas were banished between 1950 and 1955 to remote areas: 
Bushbuckridge, in the Transvaal, Mount Fletcher in the Cape, Zululand and 
the Transkei. 


Of the 22, four died in banishment. Sibija Matlala, a cripple, journeyed the 

500 miles home to die within a week of returning, and 17 spent up to 15 years 
in exile. Makwena--the first to be banished, was the last allowed to return 

home--after eking out a bare existence in the Ciskei for 15 years. 


The worst of South Africa's "Siberias" were the government trust farms of 
Frenchdale and Driefontein. 


Conditions on these and other farms were exposed after veteran human rights 
campaigner Helen Joseph undertook a 16 000 kilometre journey--in between ban- 
ning orders--to visit the banished in their farms of exile, in 1962. 


Frenchdale was a treeless camp, close to the border of Botswana. It was 120 
kilometres from the nearest town, Mafeking, and a two-day trip by foot to the 
nearest store. The banished had no farming implements to turn the barren 
soil, the huts they lived in were barren shells. There was little food, no 
bath, nearby water or toilets, and floors had to suffice for beds. 


If the banished person tried to escape this life of hardship and boredom, he 
was arrested and jailed. 


On some farms the banished were able to work--hard labour for R4 a month--but 
on the whole thefarm authorities remained impervious to pleas for work or fi- 
nancial aid. 


With the Pondoland uprisings of 1960, the numbers of the banished swelled. 
In all, 151 people were banished between 1948 and 1976. A further two orders 
were served in 1978--by which time seven people were still in banishment. 


Although the Native Administration Act 42 of 1956 still remains, modern secur- 
ity legislation also provides for banishment. In 1977, two women--Winnie 
Mandela and Dr Mamphela Ramphele were issued with banning and banishment or- 
ders, under the provisions of the Internal Security Act. 


Dr Ramphele, a doctor and associate of black-consciousness leader Steve Biko, 
was in charge of the Zanempilo Clinic in King William's Town when she was 
first banned on April 21, 1977. 


Her order restricted her to the Naphuno district of the Northern Transvaal 
for five years. 


This in essence, is the only difference between the Native Administration Act 
and the Internal Security Act. Under the Native Administration Act, banish- 
ment could be for an indefinite period of time. Under the ISA the order de- 
termines the length of the banishment--it can also be applied to South Afri- 
cans of all races as opposed to solely Africans. 
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However, in Dr. Ramphele'’s case the doctor has set to work with a will within 
the confines of her banishment and in five years established a clinic for the 
people of the Lenyenye township. 


In June this year, she was rebanned and banished for a further two years. 


Similarly, Winnie Mandela, wife of jailed ANC leader Nelson Mandela, was ex- 
iled in 1977 to the Brandfort Bantu Location in the Free State--hundreds of 
kilometres from her Soweto home. 


Cut off from friends, family and familiar contact, Mrs Mandela was issued with 
anoterh banning/banishment order--confining her to Brandfort until December 
1986. 


"No persecution is equalled to this one," wrote one Thompson Dhlamini, who 


died after 11 years in banishment. 
Fewer Detained and Banned 


The Thermometer of Justice has registered a drop in the number of those de- 
tained and banned over the past two months, but the course of justice has not 
run smoothly. 


At the age of 67, the Rev Beyers Naude was issued with a new three-year ban- 
ning order only two days before his five-year order was due to expire last 
month. 


The outcast from Afrikanerdom, who turned his back on the rigid apartheid 
policies of his volk after 22 years as a member of the Broederbond and a re- 
spected leader within the NGK, has been confined to his Greenside home until 
November 1985. . 


International outrage greeted the new ban on Dr Naude who has won respect 
throughout the world for his stand, and is regarded in many countries as the 
Solzenhitsyn of South Africa. 


Although eight people's banning orders have either expired or been lifted-- 
bringing the number of banned down to 88--the exiled editor Donald Woods 
along with the Reverend Theo Kotze and Brian Brown, also in exile, have had 
their restriction orders re-imposed under the Internal Security Act. 


This means they are effectively barred from returning to South Africa. 


~-The number of detained stands at 190 according to records compiled by the 
SA Institute of Race Relations. 


In court, the treatment of detainees under security legislation has been 


closely monitored during the ocurse of the inquest into the death of trade 
unionist Dr Neil Aggett. 
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Ex-detainees, giving evidence, have alleged security police assault, intimida- 
tion and a lack of protective safeguards under the present system. Shock 
torture was also given wide coverage--as a method allegedly used by the se- 
curity police to extract information from detainees. 


The inquest was adjourned until December 20 for the magistrate's finding. 


On September 30 The Detainees Parents Support Committee presented a lengthy 
report to the Minister of Law and Order, Mr Louis le Grange, based on the 
numerous allegations of torture by ex-detainees. 


In the report the DPSC specified instances of physical abuse, sleep depriva- 
tion, hooding, arduous physical exercise, intensive interrogation and elec- 
tric shock treatment. 


The Minister has, thus far, not replied to the allegations contained in the 
report. 


On October 2, the Senior District Surgeon of Johannesburg laid a charge of 
assault against members of the Security Police after the death of 16-year-old 
Linda Dlodlo. 


Miss Dlodlo, an asthmatic, died 16 days after being released from detention. 
She was held under Section 29 of the Internal Security Act. 


--On Cctober 13, security police arrested two members of the South African 
Allied Workers Union--who were later released without being charged. 


At the same time, two University of the North (Turfloop) students were held-- 
Miss Bennie Monama and Mr Kgosi Nhlapo. Fellow students boycotted lectures 

as a direct result of the detentions. They were eventually given an ultimatium 
by the university authorities, go to lectures or leave campus. The university 
was closed until November 1. 


--The Medical Association of South Africa's ad hoc committee of inquiry into 
the medical care of prisoners and detainees started its inquiries in September. 


Reports and recommendations to the committee cane from individuals, bodies and 
organisations. In camera hearings for those who wish to place evidence before 
the committee will be held early in 1983 and the final Masa report will be 
made public later in the year. 


The committee is to study prison facilities and prisoners’ diets, the condi- 
tions and effects of solitary confinement, interrogation procedures and the 
consequent physical and mental health of detainees. 


--Violence erupted in the Pietermaritzburg black township of Sobantu in Sep- 
tember after the announcement of a rents increase from R13,27 to $17,17. 


A protest led by children was stopped by police who dispersed the protesters 
with teargas. Sporadic rioting and shooting continued for the next two weeks, 
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and on October 1 19 people were arrested and charged with contravening the 
Riotous Assemblies Act. 


On October 9, police used teargas on mourners attending the funeral of a 
youth shot in the riots and arrested 39 people under the Internal Security 
Act--for contravening the restriction orders placed on the funeral. 


A suspension of the payment of rents was followed by a beer and bread boycott. 
On October 6 a petrol bomb was thrown at police, after which 17 more people 


were arrested. The charges have not been formulated for 13 of the 17 who are 
to appear in court on December l. 


The 39 will appear in court on December 7 to face charges under the Internal 
Security Act. |

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ESSENCE OF APARTHEID DESCRIBED

{Text] When Dominee Gideon Boshoff of the Hamlet of Clanwilliam forced a 
coloured school principal to write his Unisa paper in the church hall kitchen, 
he was doing what comes naturally to some whites in their relations with the 
black people of South Africa. 


He could not have foreseen the shock waves of condemnation that reveberated 
throughout South Africa as a result of this action. While his own church 
council sent Mr Boshoff and family heartfelt sympathy for the "undeserved 
grief and stress" caused by the incident, the mayor and town council of Clan- 
william condemned his action in no undertain terms. 


Even Unisa, which is no sluggard when it comes to implementing apartheid, had 
to find another venue for the rest of the examination because, as acting rec- 
tor Professor van der Bogarde explained, "We treat all our students entirely 
on merit.” But they still have their separate vacation schools and graduation 
ceremonies. 


The point I am making is that what the dominee did is not an isolated incident. 
It is of the essence of apartheid. It constitutes the fabric of our existence. 
To be humiliated, abused and insulted by arrogant, overbearing, rude and un- 
couth whites is the lot of the black man in our country. 


Take the day the dominee's case hit the headlines. The following incidents 
were reported in just one newspaper: 


(1) The Rev Sam Buti and six guests were refused lunch at the Balalaika Hotel 
in Sandton (where I have had occasion to feed) and bundled into a police 
Kwela-Kwela in the process. 


_ (2) The Pretoria City Council voted to bar blacks from using the parks in 
the city. 


(3) In Alexandra hostel a "routine" raid was carried out by Wrab inspectors, 
while in Gugulethu more than 1 000 men, women, children and babies were 
hauled out of their beds at crack of dawn in another “routine” raid. 
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(4) In Johannesburg city centre “routine” pass raids were mounted which netted 
an undisclosed number of unfortunates. 


(5) In Katlehong black shack dwellers suddenly found themselves on the street 
as their shacks were demolished, without the Erab bothering to provide them 
with housing. 


(6) In Soweto the same story was repeated as 1 000 shack dwellers were piled 
into police vans in an early dawn raid. And this after the Soweto Community 

Council had turned down a housing loan from the Urban Foundation which would 

have gone some way towards relieving the housing shortage in Soweto. 


(7) At the same time Thozamile Gqweta and Sisa Njikelana had charges against 
them under the Terrorist Act dropped. These two have suffered endless harass:- 
ment during the past 2% years from the security police, and have spent a year 
in prison, because of their trade union activity. 


These represent only the few incidents that got reported that day. They are 
not even the tip of the iceberg. For what Dominee Boshoff did was being re- 
peated in hundreds of thousands of face to face encounters between whites and 
blacks in South Africa on that day. And on all other days before and since. 


It is a measure of the callousness of the attitudes that apartheid breeds that 
these raids and violations of human dignity are described by officials and 
their stooges as "routine." 


Thus the statement of the NGK at Clanwilliam in support of their undiplomatic 
dominee reflects this callousness. For they are concerned at the sort and 
extent of the publicity that has brought "undeserved grief and stress" to 
their dominee and his family. Not a word of regret to the school teacher who 
suffered humiliation at the hands of the dominee. 


Understandably. Because apartheid insulates whites against the hurts and in- 
sults to which they daily subject us. To them this is our normal lot. And 
they see nothing wrong in consigning us to their backdoors and kitchens and 
to segregated and seedy public facilities. 


And woe to the black man who steps out of line. We may not have the Ku Klux 
Klan here but there are any number of white vigilantes willing, ready and able 
to sjambok us bac: into line as the report by Prof Deon Geldenhuys of RAU 
demonstrates so clearly. 


In the final analysis there is the weight of the whole Nationalist state ap- 


paratus to maintain this system of human degradation with all the might at its 
disposal.

“I must be honest,” 


one woman said, “the 
Mpondos helped us a 
great deal in crushing 
this monster.” She was 
expressing a sentiment 
echoed by many. 

“All the thugs and 
tsotsis who were terror- 
ising people in the dark 
disappeared. But after 
finishing the job, they 
did not disband but ap- 
pointed themselves rul- 
ers of this place. They 
started molesting and 
robbing people. They 
became the monster we 
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set out to crush in the 
first place.” 

Residents also alleged 
that men who beat their 
wives were themselves 
beaten up and left dang- 
ling in trees as part of 
their punishment. One 
man died, residents al- 
leged. 

The tension came to a 
head last Sunday after 
an Inkatha meeting. 
People wanted to know 
who appointed the vigi- 
lante group to run the 
area and what Inkatha 
was doing to protect 
them.

"We do not think our traffic is safe with all these military flights," the 
Mauritian delegation told the fourth meeting of the International Federation 
of Air Traffic Controllers Association (IFATCA) responsible for East Africa 
and the Indian Ocean: 


The South African delegation responded to the disclosures by proposing a com- 
munication link between the US base of Diego Garcia and Mauritius’ interna- 
tional airport, Plaisance. 


Tanzania ignored traditional political differences to back the South African 
proposal for a communication link “at the earliest convenience." 


Among other air traffic, SAA flights to Hong Kong and Taiwan pass throveh the 
region in question. 


According to the Mauritian delegation, American military air routes had been 
established without prior consultation--"even without any information." 


"We were made aware of the fact only when we saw the routes in the Jeppesen 
navigation charts," a delegation spokesman told the meeting. 


"There is nothing we can do at air traffic control level. We have asked for 
a direct link.with Diego Garcia for co-ordination. 


"At present messages to Diego Garcia have to be passed to Australia which re- 
lays them to the base through Washington."

WARNING ON ARMY CAMPS--COURTS would view the non-attendance of military camps, 
and the failure to notify the military authorities of a change of address, in 

a serious light, a Johannesburg magistrate, Mr L F du Toit, said yesterday. 
Sentencing Michael Norman Griessel, 25, of Wetkoo, to a fine of R300 (or six 
months) for not reporting for a camp, he said these practices were taking on

UNION RECOGNIZED--THE unregistered SA Allied Workers Union has been recognised 
by a Natal chemical company in what is believed to be only its third recogni- 
tion agreement in province. Management at Umbogintwini company Resinkem 
confirmed this week that it had signed a recognition agreement with Saawu giv- 
ing it the right to negotiate on work conditions at the plant. The company and 
union have been dealing informally with each other for the past year. Saawu's 
general secretary, Mr Sam Kikine, described Resinkem as a "progressive company". 
Although Saawu's East London branch has been recognised by three companies for 
over a year, the Natal branch only won its first agreement this year. The 
agreement comes at a time when Saawu, which grew rapidly in the East London 
area in 1980 and early 1981, has been on the retreat as a result of employer 
hostility and repeated official action against its leadership. The union's 
president and vice-president, Mr Thozamile Gqweta and Mr Sisa Njikelana, re- 
cently had Terrorism Act charges against them withdrawn after being detained 
for the sixth time by South African or Ciskeian authorities. Mr Kikine was 
detained for several months under security legislation. Saawu's East London 
chairman, Mr Eric Mntonga, was released from detention some months ago--only

UNEMPLOYMENT PAY-OUTS--PAY-OUTS from the Unemployment Insurance Fund increased 
by a huge 66,4% between September iast year and September this year, according 
to the Unemployment Insurance Commissioner's office in Pretoria. This, accord- 
ing to economists, is another clear symptom of the country's growing unemploy- 
ment problem, which, they say, can only worsen over the next 12 months. In 
September last year payouts totalled R2 909 391. This increased by Rl 932 172 
to R4 841 563 in September this year. In March this year beneficiaries were 
paid R3 503 944. At the end of September the fund's total investements, 
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through the Public Debt Commissioners, amounted to R246 645 607. In the 12- 
month period the number of beneficiaries increased from 25 075 to 32 215. The 
head of the Economic Research Bureau at the University of Stellenbosch, Pro- 
fessor J L Sadie, said even if the recession continued to worsen as it was 
expected to--the number of white workers unemployed next year was unlikely to 
exceed 1%. "And this is considered an over-e’ »)loyment situation in Western 
countries." In the 1977 recession the number of blacks uremployed (as offi- 
cially defined) totalled 630 000. The number of workless blacks could there- 
fore, be expected to rise at least to this level next year. Most of them 
would not be entitled to claims on the Unemployment Benefit Fund. Trade un- 
ionists have criticised th2 Government's criteria for defining an "employed" 
worker as anyone who has worked for five hours or more in the previous seven 
days. Labour leaders have consistently criticised the Government for "masking" 
the seriousness of the unemployment problem. Recently University of the Wit- 
watersrand researchers found the number of unemployed blacks in South Africa 
to be in excess of 3-million, and that poverty among blacks was increasing at 
an alarming rate.

CUSTOMS UNION REVENUE PLAN--South Africa has unexpectedly vetoed proposed 
changes to the revenue-sharing formula of the Southern African Customs Union 
intended to benefit its partners in the union, Botswana, Lesotho and Swaziland. 
The customs union is a delicate interface between South Africa and independent 
black Africa. Botswana, Lesotho and Swaziland have always been nervous that 
Pretoria will use its economic strength to compel a complaint relationship. 

The three former British protectorates are members of the Southern African De- 
velopment Co-ordination Conference, which was set up by black states to reduce 
their dependence on South Africa and its economy. Customs Union receipts are 
the largest single source of revenue for Swaziland and Lesotho, and the second 
largest for Botswana after mining taxes. A review of the distribution of cus- 
toms duty revenues among the four countries started more than 18 months ago, 
and officials drew up an agreement late last year to submit to their govern- 
ments. Botswana, Lesotho and Swaziland approved the changes, but their dele- 
gates to a meeting of the customs union technical committee, held in Swaziland, 
were told that the South African Cabinet had turned down the proposals. [Text]

INDIANS REZONED--A decision by the Department of Indian Education to force al- 
most 100 young primary school pupils from their school to accommodate Standard 
Five pupils has run into a barrage of angry protest. Parents said at a meeting 
this week that it was dangerous for small children to walk long distances to 
attend schools in other extensions. The affected children are from Progress 
Primary School in Extension Three, Lenasia. The chief inspector of planning 
for Transvaal Indian schools, Mr E van der Bank, who was at the meeting, said 
no transport would be provided for the children. At the meeting, which became 
heated at times, parents said the Standard Five pupils should be sent to other 
schools. They criticised the Department of Indian Affairs for not building 
sufficient schools in a particular extension and hit at the department for 
bungling the zoning policy and not consulting parents. The chairman of the 
education committee, Mr Y Mia, said his committee had taken up the matter with 
the SA Indian Council. An Azanian People's Organisation official, Mr Haroon 
Patel, blamed the department's apartheid policies. He left the meeting after 
Mr van der Bank protested against his presence on the grounds that he was 
"indulging in politics" and was not a parent with a child in the school in 
question. Mr Patel said he spoke for oppressed parents in a discriminatory 
society. He warned parents not to trust the department and to "open their 
eyes.'' Mr van der Bank said the department would be prepared to leave the 
children in their school if the education committee could reach an agreement 
with parents.

SAA FUEL BILL--South African Airways’ fuel bill has reached nearly R400 million 
this year, accounting for 36 percent of the airline's spending, says the Minis- 
ter of Transport, Mr Hendrik Schoeman. Speaking at the opening of the R54 
million aircraft hangar complex at Jan Smuts Airport yesterday, Mr Schoeman 
said that, in spite of soaring fuel prices and the weak exchange rate of the 
rand against the dollar, SAA's performance compared favourably with that of 
other airlines, many of which showed enormous losses. "Since the beginning 

of the year, SAA has introduced measures to reduce its deficit. There could 

be an improvement in the ariline's financial position towards the end of the 
current financial year," he said. Indications were that the airline's deficit 
by March would be about R83 million, he said. The new hangar complex, the 
largest of its kind in Africa, can accommodate three Boeing 747 jets and has a _ 
surface area equivalent to four rugby fields. About 300 people can work in the 
building. Mr Schoeman said the commissioning of such an expensive facility at 
a time when the airline faced serious financial problems was an act of faith

INDIAN INVESTMENTS--Wealthy Indian businessmen are investing millions of rands 
in white companies which are buying blocks of offices and flats in Johannes- 
burg’s central business district (CBD). Indian consortiums were channelling 
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PRODUCTIVITY INCREASES--South Africa's productivity increases compare well 
with those in other Western countries. Figures released by the National Pro- 
ductivity Institute indicate that labour productivity in the country increased 
by 26 percent between 1970 and.1981. According to the latest issue of the 
Bulletin of the Union Bank of Switzerland, productivity increased during this 
period by 51 percent in Japan, 37 percent in West Germany, 27 percent in the 
Netherlands and 18 percent in Switzerland. In the United States the increase 
was only six percent. This was attributed to the large share of the services 
sector in the total number of employees in the highly diversified American 
economy. Technological innovation in the services sector had been slower than 
in the other sectors. In Europe and the United States the overall demand weak- 
ness and slow investment in capital goods led to lower productivity gains in 
the second half of the 1970s than in the first half of the decade. In South 
Africa, the reverse has been true. From 1979 to 1980 productivity in industry 
rose by no less than eight percent, reflecting the rise in overall demand in 
the economy. The Union Bank of Switzerland, commenting on the Japanese per- 
formance, said that very favourable rates of interest helped industry. [Text]

JOBLESS FORECAST--CAPE TOWN--If present trends continued there could be 2,5 
million unemployed in South Africa by 1987, Mr Pierre Steyn, senior general 
manager of Sanlam, said this week. He told symposium organised by the Boland 
regional committee of the Afrikaanse Handlesinstituut that continuation of the 
economic policies of the 1970s would produce a growth rate of about 3,6 percent 
in the 1980s. This meant unemployment would rise to 21,9 percent in 1987 from 
10,6 percent in 1977. Should there be an average growth rate of 5 percent a 
year, 11,5 percent of the labour force would be unemployed in 1987 In the 
next decade there would be more than 400 000 workers joining the labour market 
eacch year. There had been a trend towards a more capital intensive economy 
in recent years in both the public and private sectors. Factors that had con- 
tributed to the shift to capital at the expense of the labour force were: 
--Rapidly rising labour costs in the '70s made it attractive to substitute la-

CAPITAL FUNDS SOUGHT--The demands of quasi-State bodies on the local capital 
market will double next year. According to the loans programme released by 

the Department of Finance today, quasi-State bodies such as municipalities, 
public corporations and local authorities will seek new investment of R2 143 
million in their stock during 1983. This compares with an estimated Rl 000 
million this year, R868.9 million in 1981 and R/36.2 million the previous year. 
This figure excludes the R450 million which the Land Bank expects to raise dur- 
ing the year, and the conversions of Government (RSA) stock which total R933 
million. Biggest public sector borrowers besides the Government and the Land 
Bank are SA Transport Services (R200 million), Escom (R200 million), Iscor 
(R100 million) and Armscor (R100 million). The sharp increase in public sector 
borrowers co-incides with the recent sharp decline in interest rates. Over the 
past year, many borrowers cancelled or postponed capital market issues because 
of the historically high level of rates. The bigger demand which is to be made 
on the capital market serves to nullify predictions that long-term rates will 
drop in single digits. With the cash flows of institutions expected to grow 

at roughly 20 percent this year and at an even slower rate next year, compared 
with more than 30 percent in 1981, demand for capital market stock will be 
weaker than expected. Considering that the Government will probably be borrow- 
ing at least as much in 1983 as it did this year, the demand for investable 
funds will rise. This is expected to underpin rates at present levels, and 
leaves little potential for further downward moves, unless inflation falls to 
unexpectedly low levels.

UNION MEMBERSHIP--IN spite of the rapid growth of trade-union membership in 
South Africa, only 12% of the country's economically active population of 9,4- 
million are union members. A study by McGregor's "Who Owns Whom" of the coun- 
try’ trade unions, co-operatives and control boards reveals that union member- 
ship is highest among the whites (31,19% of economically active whites),

GUN OWNERSHIP--GUNS worth more than R200-million are held in private hands by 
white South Africans. Officially, 763 000 whites admit to owning a handgun, 
and 59% are men. Gun ownership is commoner in the A and B income groups (with 
a monthly income of Rl 200-plus) and among those over 35, says MRA's latest 
survey. --35% of 35-49-year-olds claim gun ownership, 34% in the 50-and-over 
age group and 16% among those aged between 16-24. --More Afrikaners (35%) than 
English speakers (20%) possess a gun. --Though a gun can provide the owner 
with a measure of security in the event of housebreaking, the firearm apparent- 
ly plays a minor role in property protection: only 2% claim they had used a 

gun for this purpose. --Four times as many men as women have actually used 
their gun for protection. --44% of Free Staters own firearms, 29% of Trans- 
vaalers, 25% of Cape dwellers and 24% of Natal residents. --More married re- 
spondents (35%) own guns than singles (14%). --While 8% of those questioned 
reported that their houses had been broken into during 1981, 9% claimed that 
their cars had been broken into during the first three months of 1982, with 
Transvaalers experiencing the most incidents (11%). --As can be expected, 

the crime rate was substantially higher in cities, with damage caused mostly

CURFEW FOR BLACKS--RESIDENTS in Kwa-Thema, near Springs, have called on the 
Springs Town Council to reject a suggestion by a town councillor-calling for 
the re-introduction of night curfews for blacks in the town. In a motion sub- 
mitted to the town council at its monthly meeting this week, Councillor David 
Botes said that if Springs was again to become a "white by night" area, it 
would result in a greater degree of control over the movement of vagrant laya- 
bouts and potential muggers.

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MINISTER SAYS FUNDS TRANSFERS AFFECTS TAZARA OPERATIONS |

THE Minister for Com- 
munications and Transport, 
Ndugu John Malecela, has 
said that the question of tran- 
sfer of funds had of late badly 
hit operations of the Tanzania 
Zambia Railway Authority 
(TAZARA). 

Speaking -at the opening of 
a one-day meeting of the 
TAZARA Council of 
Ministers meeting in Dar es. 
Salaam, Ndugu Malecela said 
agreements reached by the 
Central Bank of Zambia and 
Bank of Tanzania in the past 
had not been honoured. 

“This has created hardships 
for TAZARA management 
and it has on occasions led to 
demoralisation of workers in 
TAZARA in the Tanzania 
region, as payment of salaries 
has often been delayed’’, he 
said adding that at times 
workers were paid as late as 
the middle of the following 
month. 

Describing the interstate 
transfer of funds as 
TAZARA’s ‘most itching’’ 
problem, the Minister con- 
ceded the fact that both Tan- 
zania and Zambia were facing 
foreign exchange problems. 

‘‘However, as of late 
TAZARA has been badiv af- 
fected by the ad hoc transfer 
arrangement”, he pointed out. 

“Surely, honourable 
ministers, a permanent 
solution has to be found to 
solve this issue. I am sure all 
of us will discuss these mat- 
ters openly with a view to fin- 
ding a lasting solution. The 
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presence of- our two central 
bank governors here gives me 
a lot of hope in this regard’’, 
Ndugu Malecela said. 

Speaking on the «per- 
formance of TAZARA, the 
Minister said there had been 
an appreciable increase of 
traffic since February this 
year, especially that of metal 
traffic. 

However, he said that of 
much more importance was 
the introduction of the system 
of escorting goods trains al] 
along the line which has 
caused the arrest of loss and 
pilfrage of goods. He said this 
practice had almost disap- 
peared. 


He told the Tanzania and 
Zambia ministers and of- 
ficials in the meeting that at 
present there was no 
congestion at the port of Dar 
es Salaam. There was, 
however, another problem — 
that of cargo documentation. 
Most import cargo, he said, 
was being delayed due to late 
arrival of shipping documents. 

The delay of shipping 
documents was due to the 
present arrangement whereby 
the documents were first sent 
to the importers in Zambia 
and sent to clearing and for- 
warding agents in Dar es 
Salaam. 

“This arrangement is time 
consuming and is responsible 
for the demurrage charges 
levied on Zambia traffic 
awaiting collection at the port 
after the expiry of the 21 days 
grace period’, he pointed out. 
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He explained that it was 
not in the interest of the Tan- 
zania Harbours Authority to 
charge demurrage on cargo 


awaiting collection at the 
port. In fact the delay had a 
negative effect in terms of 
revenue generation at the 
port, because it ensured 
fluidity of traffic. 

“In view of this fact, I 
would like to appeal to the 
Zambian importers’ to 
seriously review the present 
arrangement of conveyance of 
shipping documents reaching 
the clearing agent in Dar es 
Salaam. ‘‘Wherever possible, 
arrangements should be made 
for the shipping document to 
be sent direct to clearing 
agents in Dar es Salaam to 
enable them clear goods from 
the port within the stipulated 
period’’, Ndugu Malecela 
said. 

He said the port was open 
to Burundi, Rwanda, Zaire, 
Zambia, Uganda and Malawi, 
and pledged the Tanzania 
government's readiness to do 
all possible ,to facilitate and 
ensure the usage of the port to 
all her neighbours who 
depend and would like to use 
it. 

Ndugu Malecela, who is the 
current TAZARA Council of 
Ministers Chairman, ex- 
plained that there was 
inadequate motive power 
which has continued to affect 
the optimal utilisation of 
available wagon capacity. 

The management was at- 
tempting to solve the problem 
by use of 16 MTU engines or- 
dered from West Germany, 
whose installation is due to be 
completed by next March. 
This is expected to minimise 
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the problem of motive power. 

He said there was a great 
need for mobilisation of ad- 
ditional financial resources to 
enable the revitalisation of 
TAZARA performance. “I am 
glad to report promising signs 
of possibilities of TAZARA 
receiving financial and other 
kinds of assistance from 
various quarters”, he added. 

He praised the government 
of Australia for the financial 
assistance it provided for 
railway landslide study along 
the Mlimba-Uchindile section 
of the line. He appealed to 
other friendly governments to 
do the same. 

Speaking at the same occasion 
the Zambian Minister for Works 
and Supply, Ndugu Haswell 
Mwale praised the workers at the 
Dar es Salaam Port for having 
cleared most of the Zambia 
general cargo which he said had 
been almost cleared. 

Yesterday's meeting is to be 
followed by a meeting of 
Presidents Nyerere and Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia, who are also 
oing to discuss TAZARA per- 
ormance. Details of their meeting 
were not immediately available 
yesterday. 

The ministerial meeting was at- 
tended by (Zambia side) the 
Finance Minister, Ndugu Kebby 
Musokotwane; Central Bank 
Governor Bitwell Kuwani; Esau 
Nebwe, Permanent Secretary in 
the Ministry of Communications 
Power and Transport; Nedson 
Nyoni, Permanent Secretary, Con- 
tingency; Mike Liswaniso, Zam - 
bian High Commissioner to Tan- 
zania, and TAZARA General 
Manager, Charles Nyirenda.

IMPORT procedures and 
documentation must be im- 
proved to ensure that crucial 
sectors of the economy get 
their requirements in time, 
the Minister for Trade, Ndugu 
Ali Mchumo, said in Dar es 
Salaam yesterday.

Such a step, he explained, 
would be appropriate in put- 


ting the country’s « scarce 


resources to optimal use in 
the promotion of economic 
development.

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THE Chairman of the Zan- 
zibar Revolutionary Council, 
Ndugu Aboud Jumbe, has 
urged the Isles people to 
mobilise for clove picking and 
to ignore elements out to 
sabotage economic 
rehabilitation efforts. 

In a sternly.worded address 
to Party and government 
leaders at district, regional 
and national levels im the 
Isles, Ndugu Jumbe warned 
that the’ Government would 
take stern action against all 
those who secretly plotted 
against efforts for economic 
revival. 

He told the leaders assem- 
bled at the Kisiwandui CCM 
Sub-head Office here that a 
number of highly placed 
leaders in the Party and 
Government were conspiring 
to disrupt the Isles economy.

He said: “These people are

As a result, he further said, in 
the Isles one region did not see eye 
to eve with another and that one 
district did not care so much 
about what another district in the 
same region was doing.

Scientific socialism, the subject the vocal minotiry so much dread and oppose 
could be included in the revised syllabus otherwise it would have been unneces- 
Sary to revise the present syllabus. 


And as Mr Kamanga said, political education [it is important to know that sci- 
entific socialism is part of political education] could only be meaningful if 
it was taught to beginners in pre-schools, primary and secondary schools as 
well as post-graduate students. 


Some people especially church leaders have argued that scientific socialism 
should only be taught at the University of Zambia. Why should a student wait 
until he enters the university before he can be taught that exploitation of 

man by man, or in short capitalism, is an evil which must be ruthlessly fought? 


The majority of primary and secondary school graduates are employed to serve 
the Zambian nation in various fields. They need political education to serve 


the masses according tc the phiiosophy of socialism and Humanism. 
In fact, the colonial masters introduced the teaching of religion from pre- 
school up to the university level of education for similar reasons but the 


goal was different. 


So UNIP should not listen to reactionary forces which have opposed the intro- 
duction of the new policy because of their fear of the unknown. History has 
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proved that revolutionary ideas have not been easily accepted by people and the 
revolutionary Party must just march on until victory is achieved. 


President Kaunda has assured the church leaders that freedom of worship in 
Zambia would always be guaranteed, but the church continued to oppose the new 
policy.

THE lower level of demand for 


imports in the industrialised coun- 


tries has resulted in a fall of over 
742% im the value of Zimbabwe's: 
exports in the first six months of : 
this year. ° 

The prices of exports have also 
fallen by more than 44% and, 
since the price of imports has risen 
by well over 4%; the country’s 
terms of trade have deteriorated by 
over 84%, the chairman of the 
Zimbabwe Banking Corporation, 
Mr C G Tracey says in his 1982 
group annual report. 

‘Imports rose in total value by 
122% so that the visible trade 
balance deteriorated from an un- 
favourable $12m to an unfavour- 
able $107m, comparing the first six 
months with the same period last 
year. 7 : 
“The deterioration «in the 
trading account has necessitated 
reductions in import allocations to 
commerce and industry. The result 
of the lower volume of imported 
inputs coupled with intensifying 
competition in the country’s tradi- 
tional export markets is reflected 
in the negative 1% decline in- 
manufacturing output during the 
first seven months of the year,”’ 
the report said. ~ 

The value of mineral produc- 
tion, the vast bulk of which is ex-: 
ported, was over 2% lower during 
the seven months to August than in 
the corresponding period last year. 

While comprehensive figures for 
agricultural output are not yet 


available, farming production is © 
also likely to be lower than in 1981 ; 


because of the s@ious effects of 
summer’s drought, Mr Tracey 
“There is little.doubt that Zim- 
babwe will cxperience much less 
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bouyant economic conditions this 
year than in either 1980 or 1981. 


Several positive factors could, - 
however, serve to mitigate the 


severity of the adverse internation- 


al climate which is likely to affect ° 


most developing countries. 

‘The international aid flow to 
Zimbabwe in fiscal 1982/83 is esti- 
mated at $297m, $276 more than in 
the last fiscal year. Despite the 
drought, maize deliveries are esti- 
mated at | 4m tonnes, substantial- 
ly in excess of domestic consum- 
ption requirements. 

“The transport situation, has 
improved substantially as a result 
of the availability of more loco- 


_ Motive power,’’ said the report. 
Zimbabwe's gross domestic pro- 
- duct last year was provisionally 


estimated at $4 528m, over 28% 
higher, in current prices, than in 
1980. Gross domestic product was 


estimated to have increased in real 


terms by over 12%, exceeding-sub- 
stantially 1980’s real GDP rise of 
about 11'A%. 

The net output of secondary in- 
dustry — accounting for 264% of 
GDP - rose by over 30%. The 
output of agriculture — the second 
largest contributor to national 
income, accounting for about 18% 
of GDP — rose by more than 
S9'A% as a result of the ex- 
the exceptionally favourable 
summer cropping season. 

According to provisional 
figures, gross operating profit last 
year increased by 26% while wages 
and salaries rose by more than 


24%%. The formal sector wage 


force rose to 1 038 200, an in- 
crease approaching 3% above the 
figure for 1980. 

The Zimbank report said totai 
exports, including gold, rose to 
over $959m, an increase of 544% 
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above the previous year’s level 


while total imports, approaching 
$1018m, were more than 
254% higher reflecting the 
country’s faster rate of develop- 
ment. 


The volume of imports rose by 


234 % while that of exports fell by’ 


nearly 52%. As a result of these 
‘differemia] rates of growth in 
imports and exports the visible 
trade balance which was a favour- 
able nearty $100m in 1980 became 
adverse to the extent of over $58m 
last year. The terms of trade con- 
“tinued to move in a positive direc- 
tion improving by over 10%. 
‘*Primarily as a result of the 
greatly increased value and volume 
of imports, the current account 
deficit widened from approaching 


$152m in 4980, to an estimated 


over $439m last year. 

‘*The country’s recognised inter- 
national status, however, enabled 
it to undertake official short-term 
borrowing of $220m so that the 
gold and foreign exchange reserves 
were maintained almost 
unchanged at $207m until the year 
end despite the much higher level 
of imports. 

‘The large rise in imports had 
the effect however, of lowering the 
value of the reserves from the equi-

‘valent of 3,1 months’ imports at 


the end of 1980 to 2,4 months by 
the end of last year,’ said the chair- 
man. 

With exports of goods and ser- 
vices amounting to about 30% of 
gross domestic pfoduct, Zimba- 
bwe, like most developing coun- 
tries, is crucially dependant for its 
continuing economic health and 
prosperity upon the maintenance 
of high rates of expansion in world 
Outpuy and trade. 


The report said while the coun- 
try could not expect to achieve in 
1982 the high real growth rates of 
the preceding two years, its rela- 
tively well developed economy 
should enable it to survive the 
current inhospitable international 
economic climate with far less 
problems than the majority of 
others non-oil exporting develop- 
ing countries. 


“‘With careful husbandry of its 
resources and far-sighted 
planning, there is no reason why it 
should not look forward to being 
in a position to resume the drive to 
improve the lot of its people once 
the brake currently being applied 
by the world slump has been re- 
leased,’’ said the statement.

When the Minister e 
Manpower Planning an 
Development, Cde Fred- 
erick Shava, welcomed the 
new recruits last week, 
he said they were the 
first products from a con- 
tinuing programme of in- 
digenous skills training. 


He thanked the Cana- 
diam government and the 
development agencies, 
CIDA and WUS. for their 
hard work and interest in 
the recruitment and train- 
ing programme. | 

Cde Shava said the use 
of foreign personne! in 
the training exercise was 
y short-term measure 
needed to overcome man- 
power constraints, 

“Our long-term goal is 
to be able to attain selt- 
sufficiency in skilled per- 
sonnel.” 

Under the recommenda- 
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tions on foreign recruit- 
ment the Government had 
to be satisfied that certain 
conditions had been met. 
These included: 

@ The organisation need- 
ing foreign skills had a 
progressive and com- 
prehensive training pro- 
gramme that ensured that 
the expatriates were trans- 
ferring skills to locals; 
@ In the absence of 
training facilities, under- 


studies would be assigned 
to the expatriates for 
training on the job; and 
@ The work of the ex- 
patriates in training Zi- 
mbabweans, whether on 
the job or more formally, 
was clearly mapped out. 

These requirements 
would apply to the Gov- 
ernment, parastatals and 
the private sector. : 

“All this is nectssary 
because we believe that 
our country’s development 
will ultimately be the res- 
ponsibility of its citizens, 
just as it is the respon- 
sibility of Canadian and 
Pakistani citizens to de- 
velop their respective 
countries; and just ag it 
ig in any other country,” 
said Cde Shava, 
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PRESS CLAMP ON ZISCO--THE Ministry of Industry and Energy Development has 
banned all officials at Zisco, from the chairman downwards, from talking to 
the Press. This has been confirmed by a senior ministry official who said 
that in future all questions would have to be submitted in writing. Answers 
would be given in writing, but forwarded only after they had been checked by 
the ministry. When told that in a normal interview "questions beget questions" 
the official said supplementary queries would be handled in the same way. He 
denied that the decision amounted to Press censorship. The discovery of the 
gag on Zisco arose from a meeting due to be held last week at the request of 
Business Herald to discuss a new export deal. The appointment had been made a 
fortnight earlier. However, the afternoon before, Zisco's public relations 
advisors telephoned to say the interview was off as officials were no longer 
allowed to talk to the Press. Written questions could be submitted. The 
spokesman said any information about the only major iron and steel producer 
north of the Limpopo in Africa would have to come from Government and all in- 
quiries should be channelled in that direction. At that time it was unclear 
which ministry would deal with the matter. The ban appears to stem from re- 
ports of financial and labour problems at the Redcliff complex. These, and 
one particular report in The Sunday Mail of July 25, are said to have damaged 
the company's international reputation and the ministry decided to take the 
problem of Press coverage into its own hands.

RESERVE BANK GOVERNOR--HARARE--A Zimbabwe-born, American-trained economist, 

Mr Kombo J Moyana, was yesterday appointed Governor of the Reserve Bank of 
Zimbabwe, the country's central bank. Dr Moyana (40) who holds a doctorate in 
international finance, trade and economic planning from Columbia University in 
New York, replaces South African Dr Desmond Krogh who leaves at the end of 
this week after nine years in the post, the bank announced. Dr Moyana worked 
as an international finance economist at the UN Conference on Trade and Devel- 
opment in New York and Geneva from 1974 until 1980 when Zimbabwe won its inde- 
pendence.
